SOCIALIST REPUBLIC TO THE IAEA AND REGARDING A LETTER 
ADDRESSED TO HIM (REFERENCE NUMBER 10-35/76) BY THE 
RESIDENT REPRESENTATIVE OF THE POLISH PEOPLE S REPUBLIC 
TO THE IAEA, HAS THE HONOR FOLLOWING CONSULTATION
